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Fire caused by 
faulty wiring 

On Monday morning at 11:29 the department 
responded to the home of Dr. Ralph Martin at 
the corner of Mountain Trail and Alegria where 
apparently a gas leak in a line to t^e water heater 
was ignited by the pilot, causing a minor explosion 
and setting fire to the kitchen cf the home. A citizen, 
with the help of a Southern California Edison crew 
that happened to be working in the area at the 
time, saw the smoke issuing from the house and 
put out the flames with the aid of a garden hose. 

Doug Candaleria, who made entry into the kitchen, 
was treated at the scene for smoke inhalation and 
released. 

Because of quick action the fire was pretty 
well confined to the closet, although there was fairly 
extensive damage to the kitchen in the vicinity 
of the closet. The kitchen underwent fairly ex¬ 
tensive repairs within the past three years as the 
result of being rammed by an unattended Sparklett’s 
truck. 

Inspector Kramer gave a preliminary estimate 
of $5000 plus smoke damage to contents of the 
home. 

According to Sierra Madre Fire Inspector 
Bill Kramer, cause of the fire last Wednesday 
morning at 73 E. Laurel was “faulty wiring through 
the use of an octopus.” The term “octopus” 
refers to the practice of having “too many elec¬ 
trical outlets piggy backed by one receptacle,” 

Kramer explained to The News. 

This may cause an overload, as it did in 
the case of Wednesday’s fire, in which the rear 
of the refrigerator heated up and sparked the 
flames. 

Kramer told The News that Postman Mike 
Van Vleet turned in the fire call, and the first I 

fireman on the scene, Capt. George Maurer, saw

Local postman 
tops in service 

Mike Van Vleet has done it again — he is 
responsible for another good deed as a result of 
his job as postman in Sierra Madre. Notifying the 
police or fire department when he sees need on 
his route has become a habit with him and last 
Wednesday was no different. 

When he walked up to a home on Laurel, 
part of his postal route for 12 years, he noticed 
smoke coming through the top of the door screen. 
There were no cars; therefore, the owners must not 
be home. 

“It didn’t look right to me,” he told The 
News. He noticed that a front window was open 
so he popped the screen and saw the kitchen en¬ 
veloped in black smoke. He ran across the street 
and called the fire department and they were there 
immediately to extinguish the flames. 

He turned in the fire alarm for another home 
on Laurel five - six years ago. 

He explains, “I smelled smoke so 1 called out 
and finally woke up the man in the house. He had 
put a pan of meat on the stove and fallen sleep. 
When 1 woke him, he picked up the pan to put it 
in the kitchen sink and burned his hand. At the 
same time, the fat in the pan ignited and I had to

Believe In magic? That's 
Olympics opening ceremony 


It was Fantasia. It was Happy Birthday and 
Merry Christmas and Fourth of July. Ringling 
Brothers, Barnum & Bailey, on a super-colossal 
scale. Razzle-dazzle, hoopla and Good Ol’ Ameri¬ 
can Corn, and it just reached out and grabbed 
you and hugged you tight and suddenly you found 
yourself, along with 92,654 other people, with 
tears running down your cheeks. 

There wasn’t a single person in the Coliseum 
who doubted that this was the “gr^test Show on 
Earth” and we were part of it — the opening 
ceremonies of the XXIII Olympiad. 

It was the 12,000 performers — little Suzie 
■Stoke, now grown into a lovely young woman, 
tootling her heart out in the 800-member Olympic 
All American Marching Band — and the myriad 
other young Americans giving their all; over 1200 
of them in the Olympic Drill Team; more than 1000 
in the Honor Choir; some 300 in the Dance Corps; 
another 300 in the Gospel Choir; the 100-piece 
Olympic Symphony Orchestra and 84 young 
pianists, playing “Rhapsody In Blue” in unison. 

It was the 1200 white and gold balloons, 
soaring into the blue, blue sky, and the 2500 
pigeons, winging their way to freedom, and even 
Rocket Man, zooming from the top of the stadium 
over the audience and performers to a “Star Wars” 
landing on the field. 

It was the 150 fanfare and herald trumpeters, 
the tympanists, the 532 placard and flag bearers, 
the 665 ceremonial pages and 150 flower girls, the 
600 pioneer folk, churchgoers and spiritual choir 
members, and the 360 jazzercisers and high school 
dancers. 

Add five sky writers, three airplanes and a 
blimp proclaiming “Welcome,” along with the 
five Olympic circles; mind-numbing, thunderous 
red, white and blue fireworks; Sam the Olympic 
Eagle, waddling around the Coliseum; President 
Reagan, Los Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley, Inter¬ 
national Olympic President Juan Antonio Sama¬ 
ranch and LAOOC hero Peter Ueberroth, and we 
already had the “Greatest Show On Earth.” 

But all that was only the frosting on the 
cake. The cake was having a chance to be one of 


the performers. Each of us found a plastic “card” 
in our seat. We each played our part by holding 
up our “cards” on cue, forming a mammoth 
92,000-montage of the flags of the 140 nations 
who had sent their finest to compete in these 
games. 

It was the “March of the Athletes,” the won¬ 
derful, beautiful young people of Planet Earth, 
whose dedication to excellence is an inspiration to 
us all, from the single proud entry of the nation 
of Guinea to our own 589 Americans. 

Ninety-two thousand people rose to cheer the 
127 Roumanians and 155 Yugoslavians who chose to 
defy the attempt by Russia to spoil these games. The 
standing ovations were in themselves a part of the 
“Greatest Show On Earth,” a declaration of the 
“Spirit of Freedom.”

Mora than half tha area burned In tha atata 
each year la tha raault of Incandlarlam.

Thay burned an average of 
ovar 1000 aquara mllaa a year — about the 
alza of tha atata of Rhode laland.

asked several ques¬ 
tions about when and 
where the readings are 
being made. 

According to Ar¬ 
mando Zumaya, who 
is in the public ad¬ 
visory office of South 
Coast Air Quality 
District, Azusa is the 
location of 24-hr. 
readings daily. Peak 
readings on good days 
are between 3 and 4 
p.m., varying with the 
winds, he says. 

Sometimes the peak 
period of the reading 
is between 1 and 2 
p.m., primarily on 
high smog days. 

“The later the 


peak, the lower the 
reading,” Zumaya ex¬ 
plains. 

Designations of 0 
- .12 indicate good 
air quality. 

Readings of .13 - 
.19 show that the air 
is unhealthful for sen¬ 
sitive people. Sen¬ 
sitive people, he ex¬ 
plains, are the aged, 
the very young, those 
with heart conditions, 
emphysema or asthma. 

The reading of .20 
is unhealthful for 
everyone and is known 
as the first stage alert. 

Beginning with .35 
is the second stage 
alert and is extremely 
unhealthful for every¬ 
one.

on his postal route, immediately called the EMTs. 

Another time he realized that an older gentle¬ 
man had apparently suffered a stroke, so he called 
the EMTs on that one, too. 

“Again, about five years ago. Van Vleet was 
on Grand View delivering mail when he saw a baby 
crawling on the sidewalk and he figured that the 
mother was not far behind. Then he watched as 
the baby began to crawl down the curb onto the 
street. He ran over, snatched up the child and 
went over to a neighbor’s house called the police. 
He discovered that a couple, a block away, had 
called in a missing baby, and soon the parents 
and their child were reunited. 

He has also discovered doors open with no 
one around and the police have taken care to 


secure those doors. Also, he explains, a lot of 
older people need looking out for so he’s sure to 
walk all mail (including boxes) up to the door if 
the people are unable to go to their mailboxes. 

“I’ve always felt that postal service is service 
to the people,” Van Vleet says. 

He also believes in youth. He has helped 
coach girls’ youth softball and for two years vol¬ 
unteer-umpired. He also helped paint city hall 
and has umpired youth baseball — Little League, 
Pony and Colt. 

His route. Route 8, is “everything on E. Bald¬ 
win from Sierra Madre Blvd. to Grand View. It 
encompasses eight total blocks, much of them con¬ 
taining condominiums, apartments and businesses. 

“When I get out on the street it’s not like a 
job. I’ve seen kids grow up and get married. I 
have gone to some weddings and I’ve seen a lot 


happen. Older people age and go to rest homesy 
and some of the die. As a kid I saw the post office 
move from 25 S. Baldwin to 303 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. Then in the early ’60s it moved to its present 
location.” 

He joined the local postal department in 1965 
and has lived in the area all his life. He and his 
wife have five children, ages, 11 to 23, with two 
of them still at home.

Seventy-eight hundred young athlete marched 
joyously behind their nation’s flag — the French 
in gorgeous turquoise and blue, the Japanese in 
vivid red, the Africans and Arabs in their native 
dress, and the Swiss in five rows of blue, yellow, 
black, green and red — the Olympic colors, taken 
from the colors of all the flags of the worjd. 

Then the Olympic oath, taken by Edwin 
Moses, who stumbled on his words and was helped 
by 92,000 spectators who could see the solemn 
words on the giant screen behind him. We took 
that oath with Edwin Moses, saying the words for 
him . We were sworn, as was he and his 7800 
colleagues. ^ 

We proudly carried the Olympic torch with 
Jesse Owen’s granddaughter, handed it to Rafer 
Johnson, and strained up the 99 near-vertical 
steps to light the Olympic circles and, above all. 


the mighty flame that represented the goal of an 
82-day mego-mile odyssey which reignited the 
“Spirit of Democracy” across the breadth and 
width of our nation. 

And, at the end, all the spectators joined 
hands, stranger to stranger, while the athletes and 
2000 ethnic Los Angelenos, from 50 different 
countries, danced and hugged, and over 112,000 
of us in the Coliseum, and untold billions, watching 
us around the troubled globe, shared the unashamed 
tears of joy which only a great moment of love 
and brotherhood can bring, en masse, to mankind. 

The Russians didn’t like our show, but those 
of us who took part in it couldn’t have cared less. 
We loved it and all of us will cherish, for the 
rest of our lives, the part we played in the “Greatest 
Show On Earth” — a rare and miraculous moment 
in history — the opening ceremonies of the XXIII 
Olympiad, here in the City of Angels, Good Ol’ 
U.S.ofA!
